) HE community “The Poor Handmaids of Jesus Christ” was founded in the 
year 1851. Its foundress, Catherine K 
inspired by a great love for the poor and the sick, asked 
spiritual advisers, to dedicate her life to God’s service.

States. Mother Mary (Catherine Kasper) had the great happiness of seeing her ear- 
in His sick, aged, and little ones, blessed in a singular manner}; 
even before her death, which occurred February 2, 1898, the community was active in 
166 missions in Europe and in 27 in this country, and the little community of five had 
increased to 2,000, a number far beyond the expectations of the humble foundress. 

The constitutions of the community were temporarily approved by the Holy 
Father, Pope Pius IX,-in 1870, and the approval was confirmed by His Holiness Pope 


The first representatives of the community to be sent to this country came to 
Hesse Cassel in the diocese of Fort Wayne, Indiana, August 80, 1868. 
members are stationed in forty-seven missions located in the states of Indiana, Illinois, 
Wisconsin and Minnesota. They engage in nursing the sick, in caring for the aged and 
the orphans, and in teaching. 
schools for nurses are conducted. The hospitals are recognized by the states in which 
they are located as standard institutions: the chief of these are: 
Wayne, Ind.; St. Mary Mercy, Gary, Ind.; St. Elizabeth’s and St. Anne’s, Chicago, IIl.; 
St. Joseph’s, Ashland, Wis.; St, Joseph’s, Mishawaka, Ind.; St. Mary’s, East St. Louis, 
In 1922, 28,053 patients were cared for in the various hospitals.
